HEAVENLY RECOGNITION.—N2. 5.

‘7 shall go to him.”’ II. Samuel 12: 23. 

Blinded by passion David committed a great sin, and 
to cover it up murdered one of his most faithful offi- 
cers. This brought upon him the displeasure of God, 
and one of the sad results was the death of his child. 
“The Lord struck the child that Uriah’s wife bare 
unto David, and it was very sick. David therefore be- 
sought God for the child; and David fasted, and went 
in and lay all night upon the earth.’”’ He was deeply 
conscious of his sinfulness, and this humbled him in 
the dust under the mighty hand of God. His friends 
sought to comfort him, but he heeded them not. When 
the child died “the servants of David feared to tell 
him that the child was dead;” for they feared the effect 
of iton him. But he saw from their actions that the 
child was dead, and “he said unto his servants, Is the 
child: dead? And they said, He is dead.” David 
bowed in humble submission to the will of God, “arose 
from the earth, and washed, and anointed himself, and 
changed his apparel, aud came into the house of the 
Lord, and worshiped; then he came to his own house; 
and when he required, they set bread before him, and 
he did eat.’’ His servants were astonished at this, and 
said unto him, “What thing is this that thou hast 


done? thou didst fast and weep for the child, while it 
was alive; but when the child was dead, thou didst 
rise and eat bread. And he said, While the child was 
yet alive, I fasted and wept, for I said, Who can tell 
whether God will be gracious to me, that the child may 
live? But now he is dead, wherefore should I fast? 
Can I bring him back again? I shall go to him, but he 
shall not return to me.” This language of David im- 
plies three things: 

I. That he believed that his child was still alive 
somewhere in God’s universe. “I shall go to him.” 
This shows that he was not a materialist, for he men- 
tions this as the source of his comfort in the death of 
hig child; but what consolation could he find in the 
thought that he was sleeping unconscious in the grave? 
If the child still lived in conscious existence where he 
could meet and enjoy its society then there would be 
great consolation in the thought that he was going to it. 
Reason and revelation teach the immortality of the 
soul. The body was created, and then the spirit was 
breathed into it. (Gen. 2: 7.) The body came from 
the earth, but the soul directly from God. This is ex- 
plained in the language of the prophet when he says: 
The Lord “formeth the spirit of man within him.” 
Zech. 12: 1. This fact shows us the beauty and force 
of the apostle’s figure where he compares the body to a 
tent in which the soul lives. “For we know that if 
our earthly house of this tabernacle were dissolved, 
we have a building of God, a house not made with 
hands, eternal in the heavens.” It is in view of this 
fact that Christ says men may kill the body, but can 
not kill the soul. Another evidence of the immortal- 
ity of the soul is the fact that the will governs the 
body, and moves it at its pleasure; for if the mind is 
the result of the organization of the body then the 
will power is the effect cf this material organism. 
Then we have the strange fact that the effect is the 
master of its cause, for the mind is master of the body. 
Is it true in philosophy that the effect is greater than 
the cause? 

The mind exists, and it is impossible to prove that it 
ceases to exist when the body dies. Materialists affirm 
that the soul is dependent upon the body, and can not 
exist without it; but how does any one know this? 
How can any one know that the soul can not retain its 
organization independent of the body? This is just 
what no man knows or can know now. The mind 
now exists, and it remains for materialists to prove that 
it will cease to exist; but this is what they can not 
do. The body of man grows old and wastes away and 
perishes, but the mind retains its strength, and in 
some cases grows stronger as the outer man grows 
weaker. Now if the mind was the result of the phys- 
ical organization it would; of necessity, perish with it. 
The fact that it does not, proves that it is superior 
to and can exist independent of the body. 

* O listen man! 
A voice within us speaks the startling word, 
‘ Man, thou shalt never die!’ Celestial voices 
Hymn it round our souls; according harps, 
By angel fingers touched when the mild stars 
‘ Of morning sang together, sound forth still 
The song of our great immortality.” 

II. David expected to go to his child when he died. 
“T shall go to him.” He believed that his child was 
still alive, and confidently expected when he left this 
world to go to him. This raises the inquiry: “Where 
does the soul go when it leaves this world?” When 
“the beggar died he was carried to Abraham’s 
bosom,” and Paul expected when he left ‘this world 
that he would “be with Christ.” (Phil. 1: 21-24.) He 
was ‘willing rather to be absent from the body, and to 
be present with the Lord.” (II. Cor. 5: 1-9.) John 
saw the souls of the martyrs under the altar in heaven. 
(Rev. 6: 9-11.) The Christian is a member of the 
spiritual family of God. Part of this family are on 
earth, and part are in heaven. (Eph. 3: 15.) Heaven 
is the final home of the Christian, and God is gather- 


ing all his people there. When the Christian leaves 
this world he goes directly to heaven. David believed 
that his child was there, and expected to join it there 
when he left this world. 
‘* Happy the spirit released from its clay; 

Happy the soul that goes bounding away; 

Singing, as upward it hastens to the skies, 

Victory! victory! homeward I rise.” 

III. David expected to know his child when he went 
to him. This language implies this: “I shall go to 
him.” He expected to know him, not simply as one 
who had lived here on earth, but as his child. This 
doctrine is the first and last demand of our nature. 
The affections demand it, and millions have been com- 
forted by it in the deepest hours of bereavement. 
There is a natural desire and longing in the human 
soul to meet and renew the friendship and love of 
friends that have passed into heaven. Howstrong the 
desire of the mother to meet the child and clasp it to 
her heart again! This desire never dies out of her 
soul, and she feels that those dear ones who have gone 
to heaven are her children still. God planted this de- 
sire in the mother’s heart, and he never creates a desire 
but that he makes arrangements to meet-it. We find 
this to be true as far as our knowledge reaches, and the 
doctrine of heavenly recognition meets the longings of 
the mother’s heart. The child always remains a child to 
the mother. When President Garfield’s mother learned 
that he had been shot she exclaimed: “Who could 
be so cruel as to shoot my baby?” She thought not of 
him as the profound scholar, the heroic warrior, the 
admired statesman, and the honored President. He 
was simply her baby, and she will think of him as such 
in heaven. Mother, were your child to leave your 
home and go to some distant land, and years after you 
remove to the same place, what would be the first im- 
pulse of your heart when you landed there? Would it 
not be to hunt him up? Thus it will be when you go 
to heaven, where your children now are, and is it pos- 
sible that you will not know them when you meet them 
on the golden streets of the New Jerusalem? Cer- 
tainly not, for we feel that heavenly recognition is a 
want of our nature—a constitutional demand. We 
long for it; our hearts crave it; we feel that it must be 
so. This burning desire constructs for itself the faith 
and hope, and who dares say that the inference is irra- 
tional? As well suppose that the infinitely wise and 
good Creator endows the stomach with eternal craving 
for food without making any provision to meet it.

A PERSONAL TEST. 

The Queen of Sheba came up to Jerusalem to test the 
matter concerning Solomon. She had heard a great 
many rumors of his glory, but they seemed too wonder- 
ful to be true. They were too much for her to believe. 
So, like a true woman, she resolved to know for herself. 
At a good deal of expense and trouble, she made ready 
her precious offerings and her camel and came up from 
the south country to Jerusalem. For those days it was 
along journey. But she had the satisfaction of finding 
out what she wanted to know. She made a thorough 
test of the whole matter. She was resolved to see and 
know for herself. In that thing she was a wise woman. 
You can not learn Christianity by hearsay. We must 
make it a matter of personal experience. With some 
effort on our part, and some sacrifice, we must test it in 
our own hearts and lives. The Queen of Sheba was 
surprised and astonished at the result of her efforts, and 
she said to King Solomon: “It was a true report that 
I heard in mine own land of thy acts and of thy 
wisdom. Howbeit, I believed not the words until [ 
came, and mine eyes had seen it; and behold the half 
was not told me.” Hitherto she had disbelieved the 
truth. She had said to herself, “That is too much of 
a good story. I[ don’t believe a word of it.” Still she 
was honest enough to go and see for herself. All that 
Christianity wants is a trial. If the Queen of Sheba 
had turned about at the first glimpse ot Jerusalem and 
gone back to her home, it would have been absurd to 
call that a fair test. We must come up to the require- 
ments of the gospel, and obey its teachings. We must 
make it a thorough test. This is the only way td be 
honest.

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THE CHRISTIAN MOVEMEN1: HAS IT 
ACCOMPLISHED ITS WORK AND 
COMPLETED ITS MISSION?

Grand and manly old soldier! When the hand of the 
Roman power was ready to lead him out to death, on 
the borders of the land of God, he could write: “None 
of these things move me, neither count I my life dear 
unto myself, that I may finish my course with joy, and 
the ministry, which I have received of the Lord Jesus, 
to testify the gospel of the grace of God.” ‘Westward 
the star of empire takes its way.”’ Greece, the land of 
art and orators,and the home of science and song, 
hears the refrain of salvation. Rome, the master of the 
world, the land of warriors and mighty men, learns the 
story, and the camp, the palace, and all but the temples 
are full of Christians. Gaul and Britain hear the glad 
tidings of salvation. 

“ Wake, isles of the west, 
Your redemption is near; 
No longer repose in the borders of gloom, 
' For the glad Star of Bethlehem shall 
Brighten to-day, shall brighten to-day !”’ 


The orient and the occident are all aflame with the 
glad news of the kingdom of Christ. All lands known 
to civilization are reached, and the new religion has 
gone into all the world. Where now are the churches 
of Asia Minor, that once were the glory of the orient? 
Alas, all fallen, all gone! Not one of the seven now 
remains to tell the story! The winds of the great sea 
sing their requiem, All fallen, all gone! No voice 
adown the ages to them has sung the refrain, 

“* Daughter of Zion! awake from thy sadness, 

Awake! for thy foes shall oppress thee no more; 
Bright o’er the hills dawns the day-star of gladness, 
Arise! for the night of thy sorrow is o’er.”’

Their “star went down in dusky death.” Legislat- 
ing for God was the power that slew them. “You 
must indorse our creed or we will come out against 
you with the law or the sword, and you shall die asa 
heretic, without the aid or benefit of the ministra- 
tions of the church.” Good men, true to God as the 
needle is to the’ pole, said: “Let us die!’’ On the 
wings of the fire their glad souls mounted higher and 
in joy went home to rest in the bosom of God. For 
long years after the fall of the churches of the East 
the church of God was in the wilderness. Rome was 
supreme, and yet God had good men that died for the 
truth. Their names are an oriflame of light, and can 
not die. Like the stars of God they will shine on for- 
ever. John Huss, Jerome of Prague, and Wycliffe 
are names that will never die. The marble will 
crumble and the bronze will fall, but their memories 
will be imperishable forever. 

Once again the church comes out of the wilderness. 
The monk that found the “Bible bound” and broke the 
chain was under God the leader to lead the church 
again to the sunlight of God. Martin Luther had the 
ring of the gospel of God in his declaration, ‘The 
Bible is the religion - of Protestants.” All hail, great 
leader and emancipator of the religious world! There 
is moral grandeur in the manly battle you so nobly 
fought for Christian and religious freedom. Grand old 
hero, you saved the church in the darkest day it ever 
saw. 

Once again the church renews the work of making 
creeds to curse the church of God. From the days of 
Martin Luther until now rival creeds have been as 
numerous as the frogs in Egypt, and more loathsome. 
In that dark day and darker night the Protestant church 
was rent into contending factions, while Catholicism 
has remained a unit. In this dark and sad hour, when 
the church or churches of America were as conten- 
tious as contending armies on the battle-field, the 
Christian movement came to the front and demanded 
attention. What was the claim of the Christian move- 
ment? First, that the Bible was a sufficient creed; 
that all doctrine should be tested by the Word of God. 
Second, that all Christians were one; that one Chris- 
tian or good man was the brother of al/ good men on 
earth or in heaven; that all the good and pure were 
children of one God and heirs of one heaven; that the 
interest of one good man was the interest of all good 


men, and that the church that divided the one church 
of God was not and could not be the true church, for 
Jesus Christ the head of the church prayed three times 
(John 17) that “his disciples may be one as he and the 
Father were one;” that all the good were the vast 
universal brotherhood of God redeemed. Third, that 
character and lite was the basis of Christian fellowship 
and not a declaration of a belief in a human standard; 
that life was the standard by which the Father and 
Founder of the church will know and judge men—the 
standard, “By their fruits ye shall know them.” Not 
by creed and denomination, but by life. 
Once again hear the divine Teacher: “By this shall 
all men know that ye are my disciples, if you have love 
one for another.” The Christian movement aimed to 
bring the church of Christ back to the doctrine and 
founder of the church. It gave once again, as at An- 
tioch, the name Christian to the church, in reverenve 
of Christ its head and Savior ‘Was not the design of 
the Christian movement to found a new sect?” Not 
unless it was the design of Christ to found and build 
up a sect, for the aim and object of the movement was 
to bring the church of God back to the doctrine and 
practice of the apostolic age. The position was a new 
one to the religious world of that day, for the reason 
that the dogma of “our church” had taken the place 
of the truth that there was but one church. Christ 
did not come and did not die to found five hundred 
churches, but one. The movement was a spontaneous 
one, and was the voicing of a truth that had long been 
sighing for an advent among God’s people. Islands are 
called into existence in the great, lonely ocean in a day. 
A nation is born in a day, and in a century develops a 
power unknown to the history of the ages. In har- 
mony with the divine call the Christian movement was 
voiced by many a heart, touched with a live coal from 
the altar of divine illumination and inspiration. 
“Silently as the daylight comes when the night is done, 
And the crimson streak on ocean’s cheek melt into the 
sun; 

Noiselessly as the spring-time her crown of verdure 
weaves, 

When all the trees on all the hills open their thousand 
leaves.”’ 


The Carolinas, the land of Marion and Sumter, voice 
this great truth, that man, born from above, born of 
God, born of the Spirit, is God’s man, and does not 
need the label of a “sectarian church” to enter 
the gates of the New Jerusalem. James O'Kelly and 
his associates saw an “open door that no man could 
shut.” Among the mountains of the “Granite State” 
were hearts all aflame with the same celestial fire, the 
same divine message: “A divine and inspired Bible; a 
one catholic and divine church; a Christian brother- 
hood. If diverse as the billows yet one, like the sea.”’ 
Not a church of divine fragments, but a church of 
divine unities. 

Once again the land of the south-west is baptized 
with the spirit of God. On mountain and in valley the 
fire of God is writing anew the scenes of the Pente- 
costal day as of yore. The‘“Cumberland Mountains” 
and “Cane Ridge’’ hear the refrain of a free Bible, a 
free church, and a Christian brotherhood, as free as the 
wind that bloweth where it listeth, but ever obedient 
to the divine will. “Cane Ridge’ demonstrated that 
God was in the work, for God is the divine unity, and 
not the divine division. One prominent feature of the 
movement was the recognition of the right of every 
man to read the Bible for himself, and to be true to 
the highest light that God, the Holy Spirit, angels, 
and men could concentrate around him. “If the Son 
shall make you free you shall be free indeed.” He 
that is true to himself can be false to none others. 


Has this movement completedits work? Lanswer this 
question with all its importance with the declaration, As 
long as sect worship is considered the worship of God 
this movement that believes in the church of “divine 
unity” and not in the church of “divine fragments,” 
will have a mission on earth. When the prayer of the 
great “Healer of Galilee” shall be answered, and the 
church is one, then shall this movement see the 
grandeur and position of its work. In all churches, 
in all lands where the Bible is read, God-honoring men 
and women are longing for that day. One fact is self- 
evident: the nearer all Christians get together the less 
they care about the doctrines over which they have 
been contending for so many years. Sect worship was 
once considered the worship of God. It is not now, only 
by narrow and ignorant men. They will have few suc- 


cessors. The religious world is larger, broader, and 
better for the movement. 
‘“‘ The world rolls freedom’s radiant way, 
And ripens with her sorrow; 
Keep heart! who bears the cross to-day, 
Shall wear the crown to-morrow.” 


This movement found the religious world dominated 
with a spirit of bitterness that can hardly be realiz.d 
now. Sectism in all its narrowness ruled the churches, 
and many good men thought a narrow, bitter, and con- 
tentious spirit an indication of deep consecration to 
God. That day with most of its darkness has departed. 
“The religious world is larger and better for the mission 
and work of your people,” said a minister of large in- 
fluence to me the other day. Around us the religious 
world is reaching out after larger and better views of 
God, of Christ, of the church, and humanity. We must 
reach after the infinite in our ideals of God. Ennoble 
him in your heart. Look at the great world and universe 
around you. Expand your heart, enlarge your mind, 
by the contemplation of the great and loving Father; 
enthrone him in your heart as a God, as good as he is 
great Walk in Zion, the church of the living God. 
Have Godlike views of the church; do not be satisfied 
with a seven by nine church or heaven. Grand as God, 
majestic as the vision of the seer of Patmos shall be the 
land and home of the hosts of salvation. Lift up men 
and introduce them by the gospel to God, to truth, to 
duty, toheaven. The Christian movement will not, can 
not die, for deep in the hearts of God-honoring men and 
women is the hope that the church of God will be one. 

Christ will not pray in vain. In all churches are many 
such God-honoring souls, and the prayer of Jesus and 
the good will be answered. This great hope is in the 
hearts of millions, and a great hope is a sign of great 
capacity. ‘Man is as great as his hopes.” Our work 
has not been in vain in the years that have come and 
gone. Our work will not be in vain in the years that 
shall fall from the hand of the Father of the everlast- 
ing ages.

On Sunday our house was crowded to its fullest ca- 
pacity, and many could not get in. Elder White, in 
the course of his sermons, stated that the conditions of 
pardon were first, faith; second, repentance; third, 
baptism. That as faith and baptism without repent- 
ance was not enough, or repentance and baptism with- 
out faith did not fulfill the terms of the gospel, so we 
could not be saved on faith and repentance without 
baptism. 

I replied that if this were true then hundreds of 
thousands, yes, millions of the best persons who ever 
lived, and who tried by any true gospel test, were good 
Christians, had died unpardoned, and were consequently 
lost. This was against reason and common sense, and 
I would show it to be unscriptural, too. 

The series of propositions, read the night before, 
were then reinforced by scripture: 

1. Bible doctrine is that which the Bible teaches in 
plain language. 

2. The Bible nowhere states in plain language that 
any person will be lost or damned for not being baptized 
in water. 

3. The Bible nowhere states in plain language that 
the sins of baptized persons are forgiven because of 
their baptism in water. 

4, There is no promise of remission of sins, nor of 
anything else, because of baptism in water. 

5. There are hundreds of promises in the Bible in 
connection with which baptism (considered as dipping 
in water) is not mentioned. 

6. Jesus Christ preached the gospel, and “the king- 
dom existed during his life on earth.”” Gospel—Matt. 
4: 23; Matt. 9: 35; Mark 1: 14; Luke 4: 18; Luke 
9: 6; Luke 20:1. Kingdom—Matt. 12: 28; Luke 
16: 16. 

7. Jesus Christ never once in all his discourses, 
public or private, so far as they are recorded, com- 
manded or advised any one to be baptized in water. 

8. Though Jesus Christ authorized his disciples to 
teach and baptize, he told them to preach repentance 
and remission of sins, not baptism in water in order to 
remission of sins. Mark 6: 12; Luke 24: 46, 47. 

9. Faith, repentance, and baptism is a phrase 
nowhere found in the Bible. 

10. Faith never precedes repentance in Bible state- 
ment. Repentance is always first. Matt. 4: 17; 21: 
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29,32; Mark 1: 15; Luke 24: 47; Acts 2: 38; 3: 19; 
5: 31; 20: 21; 26: 20; Il. Tim. 2: 25; Heb. 6: 1. 

11. There are many passages of Scripture in which 
forgiveness of sin, remission of sin, pardon, salvation 
«ternal life, and attendant blessings are promised or 
implied, where baptism in water is not mentioned. 
Matt. 5: 3-12, 19; 9: 2; 18:.4; 19: 29; 25: 34-40; 
Mark 2: 4,5; 8: 35; 10: 29,30; 11: 24, 25; Luke5: 
20; 6: 20,35; 7: 47,50; 10: 25-29; 18: 29, 30; 19: 8 
9; John 3: 14-16; 5: 24; 6: 40, 47, 54; 11: 25, 26; 
Acts 2: 21; 3: 19; 5: 31; 10: 42, 48; 11: 18; 13: 
37-39; 15: 7-9; 16: 31; Rom. 1: 16, 17; 2: 6, 7; 10: 
9-13; I. Cor. 1: 21; II. Cor. 7: 10; Gal. 2: 15, 16; 3: 
26; IL. Peter 1: 5-11; I. John1: 9; 4: 13; Heb. 10: 
16-18. 

12 If the claim that to be born of water, in John 
3: 5, means to be baptized in water, then the claim 
that baptism was not a condition of pardon till Peter's 
declaration (Acts 2: 38) was made, has no scriptural 
foundation. 

13. If the phrase for the remission of sins in Acts 
2: 38 means in order to obtain remission of sins, it was 
no new condition, for John did preach the baptism of 
repentance for the remission of sins. (Mark 1: 4) 

14. The claim that the gospels do not contain 
the conditions of pardon is invalid; they contain the 
will of Christ, and the passages contained in proposi- 
tion 1l are pertinent. If Peter was Christ’s executor 
he could only declare what Christ had already made 
known. If Peter imposed a new condition, that was de- 
claring his own will, not Christ’s. Executors do not 
make other peoples’ wills. 

15. The Bible nowhere declares in plain language 
that baptism in water is a door into Christ, or a door 
into the church; nor that the kingdom of Christ or 
heaven is entered by baptism; nor that it isa test of 
discipleship. 

16. The Bible speaks repeatedly of baptism where 
no water is spoken of. Matt. 20: 22, 23; Mark 10: 38, 
39; 16: 16; Luke 3: 16, last clause; 12: 50; Acts 1: 
5, last clause; 11: 16, last clause; Rom. 6: 3, 4, 5; 
Acts 2: 38, 41; 9: 18; 22: 16; I. Cor. 10: 1,2; 12: 
13; Gal. 3: 27. 

17. The Bible does plainly teach that change of 
heart or spirit is evidence of a person being in the 
kingdom of heaven, having eternal life, and belonging 
to Christ. (John 13: 35) 

18 We have no right to reject the plain teaching of 
the Bible for any doctrine ingeniously inferred from 
difficult and controverted passages of Scripture, torn 
from their connections and cunningly placed together. 

19. We do not make peculiar interpretation a test 
of fellowship, but leave each member free to read, 
think, and act according to his Christian, conscientious 
judgment. 

20. We do not reject water baptism, but teach and 
practice it. We regard it as a Christian ordinance, and 
as its form and object is a matter in controversy be- 
tween persons equally learned, we exercise Christian 
charity and wait until each person, being fully per- 
suaded in his own mind, is ready to act in accordance 
with his Christian, conscientious judgment. 

Our meeting closed. Bro. White has not been heard 
from since. Our deacons left us. We appointed new 
ones, and we have been enjoying peace and harmony 
ever since.

CHRISTIANS AND FREE BAPTISTS. 


The article in a recent number of the HERALD by 
Prof. Martyn Summerbell on “The Free Baptists” I 
hope will not be passed by with a simple reading. 
The Morning Star, a Free Baptist paper published in 
Boston, has the following reference to the action of the 


Maine Conference of which Prof. Summerbell spoke: 


“We understand that the ‘York and Cumberland 
Christian Conference’ recently ‘adopted a resolution 
looking to the ultimate union of Freewill Baptists 
and our people.’ Probably if the two bodies were one 
the differences which they now represent would not 
divide them. [ree Baptists have little or no bigotry. 
They are doubtless ready for union where union is 
practicable.” 

The differences which the two bodies represent are 
very slight—so slight that in their practical work they 
do not appear to any appreciable extent—so slight 
that they would be quickly sunk into insignificance 
under the weight of a proper spirit of union for Chris- 


tian work. B gotry has been and is a more powerful 
cause of division than actual differences of opinion. 
“Free Baptists have little or no bigotry,” says the ‘Star. 
[ am thankful for that; and if it be true, as I have no 
reason to doubt, it is the most hopeful prophecy of the 
desired union.. Of course the Christians have no 
bigotry. Logical adherence to their distinctive prin- 
ciples forever precludes it. 

Two such bodies as these, holding substantially the 
same views, working by the same methods, free from 
bigotry, and inspired as both seem to be by the spirit 
of Christian unity, ought to unite as naturally as nega- 
tive and positive electricity, and the union ought to 
evolve light and force. There can be no doubt that it 
would. I believe Prof. Summerbell is correct when 
he says that “working in harmony, the practical effi- 
ciency of each could be more than doubled.” What- 
ever will increase our power to work for God, to spread 
the truth, and win souls to Christ, it is our duty to 
seck. 

“Five of you shall chase an hundred, and an hun- 
dred of you shall put ten thousand to flight,” says 
Moses. One when associated with ninety-nine others 
is five times as efficient as when associated with only 
four others. This is the law of the geometrical in- 
crease of power in the massing of heaven’s forces. 
Whatever can be done to sink out of sight those minor 
points of difference which are of no vital importance, 
yet which tend to divide and weaken, and which have 
been such fruitful sources of skepticism and unbelief, 
it is certainly our duty todo. If these two bodies can 
unite and reduce the number of struggling sects by 
one we have gained a point for God and for suffering 
humanity. 

At a recent session of the Rhode Island and Massa- 
chusetts Ministerial Association, after a prolonged 
discussion, the following was passed, every member 
present voting therefor: ‘Resolved, that we earnestly 
desire the union in one organization, on terms in- 
volving no sacrifice of principle, of the Free Baptist 
denomination and the Christian connection.” This is 
the feeling that seems to possess the hearts of our 
people throughout New England, and in some parts, at 
least, of the West. That it is heartily reciprocated by 
the Free Baptists in certain localities I know from 
personal intercourse with them. That a little agita 
tion of the matter will fan this spark into flame 
throughout both bodies is my earnest hope. Christian 
union has been talked and preached by pulpit and 
press, in Christian alliances and church congresses for 
many years. Is it not time to put our preaching into 
practice?

MICHIGAN MISSIONARY WORR. 


At the annual session of the Michigan Christian |: 


Conference held in Pittsford in November, 1885, the 
committee on mission-work was instructed to put in 
the field a state missionary as soon as the proper man 
could be employed. Two obstacles, as yet, stand in the 
way of the committee’s carrying out the instructions of 
conference, viz, lack of funds and the difficulty of 
securing the man for the work. I place the lack of 
funds first, because the committee can not feel war- 
ranted in engaging any one to take the field unless 
there is something like a money basis upon which to 
act; and no competent man will be willing to engage 
unless somebody becomes responsible, in part. at least, 
for his pay. 

Who the man is for the place is not yet settledin the 
minds of the committee. Not every good man or every 
eloquent and talented minister is constituted by nature 
for missionary work. To succeed he must be specially 
adapted to the vocation. Several names have been 
mentioned, some of whom are pastors and could under 
no consideration be induced to take the field. But I 
think some one can be found somewhere, competent 
and willing to fill the place, when the committee can 
say, “Go forward; and what you need to make out a 
living salary, beyond what you raise by collections and 
otherwise, we will be responsible for.” 

It has been urged by some that the missionary will 
be able to raise the larger part of his salary by collec- 
tions taken at points where he shall bestow his labors. 
But collections at best are an uncertain source of 
revenue and can not be depended on to meet the de- 
mands of a positive contract. The only safe way is for 
churches and pastors to place in the hands of the con- 
ference treasurer, Bro. Isaac Hewitt, of Maple Rapids, 


money or pledges sufficient in amount to warrant the 
engagement of a missionary. Bros. Mendenhall, 
Hewitt, and the writer are the committee into whose 
hands this matter has been placed, and we are agreed 
in our desire to carry out the instructions of confer- 
ence when the circumstances will warrant our doing 
it either for six months or a year. Pledges and dona- 
tions are now in order. Who will respond?

FREE BAPTISTS AND CHRISTIANS. 

I have read with great satisfaction Bro. Martyn 
Summerbell’s article, in the HERALD of January 14th, 
entitled ‘The Free Baptists,” in which he refers, in 
a commendatory manner, to the pleasant relatiohs ex- 
isting between that denomination and the Christians. 
I have often wondered why the two were not one. As 
Bro. Summerbell says, “There has not been difference 
enough between the two bodies to enable them to hold 
the same field with success.” 

In Jackson, Mich., there is a flourishing Free Bap- 
tist Church. It was in existence when the Christians 
organized their society and built their house of wor- 


ship, in that city, in 1865-6, and there was a good state 
of feeling between the two societies’ while there was 
one of each inthe city. The Free Baptist Church, 
like the Christian, was then weak in numbers, but 
several of the leading members of that church would 
have identified themselves with the Christians had 
there been no Free Baptist Church there. This was 
notably the case with the Morrills—nephews of Elder 
O. E. Morrill—and of the Fifield’s, some of whom 
were once members of the Christian Church in New 
Hampshire. And when the Christian Church of 
Jackson ceased to be, some of its most active members 
either became members of the Free Baptist Church or 
supporters of that society. The pastor, Rev. George R. 
Holt, says: “I have long been aware that thgre was no 
essential difference between our denominations, and 
have wondered why there had been no steps taken 
looking to a union.” 

Dr. Dunn, of Hillsdale College, in a recent letter to 
the writer, says: “I am not aware of any difference 
between the two bodies unless it be with reference to 
the name and the statement of the doctrine of the 
divinity of Christ. But we [i. e. the Free Baptists] 
have always believed the generic name was ‘Christian,’ 
and only admitted any other as expressive of doctrinal 
characteristics not belonging to all Christians, and 
since 1839 our churches with approval adopt their own 
name.” 

Even on the doctrine of baptism we are not as far 
apart as some have thought. Some of their churches 
receive by letter those who have not been immersed, 
as do most of ours; while some of our New En- 
gland churches refuse to receive such, as do some of 
theirs. 

With the above facts before us I see no reason why 
we should not cultivate closer relations and come even 
nearer together than we now are.

ATTENTION, MICHIGAN!! 

At the recent meeting of the Michigan Christian 
Conference a committee was appointed to whom was 
assigned the duty of selecting a state missionary and to 
arrange for the payment of said agent. The committee 
then felt, and have had no reason to change their 
minds since, that a very heavy contract had been as- 
signed them. Such an agent could do us much good, 
and it certainly is an action looking in the right direc- 
tion, but are we quite ready yet to work the matter up 
in detail? The committee have corresponded exten- 
sively, and have received twenty replies up to date, 
more or less voluminous, relative to the matter, and 
there are a number yet to be heard from. Those who 
have described the kind of man needed agree in giving 
us a pen-picture of a “paragon of human perfection.” 
It among the angelic hosts there is one messenger not 
otherwise engaged, he might fill the bill, nearly; but 
at least one of the committee would raige the objection, 
that with all his attainments he would lack experience 
in this particular line. 

However, the greatest difficulty is not in securing 
the proper person perhaps. In the matter of compen- 
sation a problem arises. Our conference fund is not a 
heavy one, and must be backed up by pledges. Bro. 
Manville has already made a generous offer as we in- 
formed you some time since. Bro. Deyo will take two 
collections for any one whom the committee may de- 
cide upon, and doubtless other churches will do what 
they can. The most of our churches are carrying all 
the load they can manage, and our pastors are really 
doing missionary work with poor compensation. In 
order to raise the funds some sacrifice may be needful, 
and the brotherhood must “lend a hand.” Whoever is 
engaged must be paid, and no one worth the having 
will undertake the work without a suitable salary. 
Says Bro. Millard (one of the committee): “If we had 
a hundred dollars or more in the treasury we might 
venture upon the experiment for six months with a 
probability of coming out a little short even then. It 
seems to me that the right way to begin 1s to get partly 
enough money, or reliable pledges first, then place the 
best man in the field that we can get, and trust in the 
success of the missionary and his work for the 
balance,” : 

First, then, we must be able to say what we can do 
financially, then doubtless a man can be put in the 
field who will do the work desired. This is the senti- 
ment of the committee who now pause to hear the 


brotherhood send in their pledges and their cash.

The first building, 40 by 60, was finished and a 
syccessful school was taught therein for several years by 
Professors D. M. Lines, O. A. Roberts, J. Q. Evans, 
and others, but for want of boarding conveniences the 
school was compelled to close, and a boarding hall, 40 
by 100 feet, was set on foot. This building is three 
stories in height above the basement; the basement to 
be used as a kitchen and dining hall, the first floor above 
to be used as a chapel and two recitation rooms. The 
two stories above are cut up into convenient rooms for 
students. The basement is of good marble, and the 
walls above are brick. These walls are of the best ma- 
terial, firm and solid. While in this condition, last 
June a cyclone struck the building and carried away 
the roof and a small portion of the west wall. The 
grounds and the buildings, if saved, are worth over 
$20,000. Our brethren in Iowa have contributed of 
their means, according to number, largely and liberally. 
Many of them have denied themselves of many of the 
necessaries of life to contribute to this enterprise. 

Hundreds of our people would like to take the Her- 
ALD but are unable. I would say to you, Elder C. J. 
Jones, Elder J. P. Watson, and a host of others who 
have been and are doing grand and noble work, if you 
will just now in this our time of great need-throw your 
influence this way for a little while, and with it your 
dollars, and save Le Grand, by this means the grandest 
missionary that has ever entered any state will have en- 
tered Iowa; our school will be saved, and our cause, 
that is now disheartened in consequence thereof, will 
take new life and new energies and the time may come 
when we can pay you thirty, sixty, and an hundred- 
fold. 

I have written personally to many of our ministers all 
over this broad land and have received words of en- 
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couragement from many of them and still hope for bet- 
ter. I hereby call on our brethren to help us what you 
can; if you can not send in your money now tell us 
when you can and send in your pledges; if you can not 
send much send little; as much as you can—every cent 
will be duly acknowledged and properly appropriated. 
If my head were waters, and mine eyes a fountain of 
tears, I would weep day and night until this work be 
completed. Grinnell College was blown away a few 
years ago and the Hastern friends of the college built 
it up grander, nobler, and stronger than ever.

THE SALOONIST OR THE MINISTER. 





“When God erects a house of prayer, 
The devil builds a chapel there!” 

There are two classes of churches in our country— 
the sanctuary and the saloon. In the pulpit is the 
minister of Christ; in the saloon, the minister of evil. 
Which do we prefer? 

No.1. My opinion is that a minister should keep 
out of politics! 

No. 2. My opinion is that bad men should keep out 
of politics! But why should good men keep out of 
politics? 

No.1. Well, a minister has a higher calling, a 
greater reward, an opportunity to do more good, and 
politics are very corrupt, and— 

No. 2. Never mind any more reasons till we dispose 
of these. If politics are very corrupt should they not 
be purified? and while corrupt, have not all honest 
men a higher calling, and could not all men do more 
good if they would? and are they to be trusted if they 
will not follow a higher calling for a greater reward, 
nor yet purify. the corrupt calling? 

No.1. But politics can not be purified. Nearly all 
our official men drink and swear; our courts wink at 
perjury, and flatter lawyers who procure it; our whole 
system of jurisprudence is corrupt! 

No. 2. True; but it seems to me that this is a good 
reason why we should cease to nominate distillers, 
brewers, and their pimps, the lawyers, and drinking 
judges, and drunken men for office. Can we expect 
tippler judges to enforce temperance laws, or profane 
lawyers not to patronize perjury? 

No.1. Qf course not. That is the reason I said 
politics are corrupt, and can not be purified! Would 
you then take the good man from his prayer, and the 
minister from his pulpit, to mix them up with corrupt 
politicians? What good would it do? I am oppposed 
to ministers running for office. 

No. 2. I am opposed to bad men running for office! 
They have a more appropriate calling—at the saloon, 


Its pastor, who died two years after John Bunyan 
united with the church, left a letter written from his 
death-bed which breathes a spirit of Christian charity 
to which few in our own time attain. This letter is 
still read once a year at the meetings of the Bedford 
Church. In it the dying pastor urges his people to 
walk together in love, and in the ordinances of Jesus 
Christ their Lord, remembering that they are joined, 
not to their minister, but to Christ and the church; 
that they refrain from divisions about minor things, 
such as baptism, laying on of hands, anointing with 
oil, psalms, or any externals. He exhorts them to let 
no respect of persons be in their coming together— 
“Tis not a good practice to be offering places or seats 
when those who are rich come in.” We judge that 
the church at Bedford still retains the simplicity of its 
original organization. If so, it is worthy of being noted 
as one Christian Union Church which has had an ex- 
istence for more than two hundred and thirty years, and 
as an illustration of the truth that the impracticability 
of a Christian Union Church is due only to the narrow- 
ness and intolerance of Christian men.—N. Y. Chris-

TEMPERANCE. 


Prohibition in Iowa. 


The present aspect of the prohibition question in 
Iowa can best be understood by a brief reference to its 
past history. The constitutional amendment was sub- 
mitted to the people at a special election June 27, 1882, 
and carried by nearly thirty thousand majority. A 
test case brought to the Supreme Court decided that 
the amendment had not been submitted in a constitu- 
tional way, and therefore it was void. This final 
decision was reached in April, 1883. 

It became an issue in the fall elections, and in the 
winter of 1884 the legislature, by a bare majority, put 
prohibition on the statute book, and appointed July 4, 
1824, as the date of closing all saloons. At that time 
many voluntarily went out of the business, and stayed 
out; others sold secretly, and still others, in the larger 
cities, openly. Test cases immediately went to the 
courts. More than six months were spent in finding 
out whether saloons might be declared a nuisance and 
closed by permanent injunction. The Supreme Court 
decided the measure constitutional, and for a time it 
was believed that every saloon might be speedily and 
permanently closed. Such results have followed in 
every town where public sentiment demanded it, and 
courts and judges were not under the influence of the 
saloon power. In the river cities and larger towns the 
authorities made no effort to enforce the law, and in 
some places proceeded to license saloons in plain viola- 
tion of the law. 

In the election last fall prohibition became a party 
issue. Democrats demanded its repeal, Republicans a 
fair trial. The elections resulted in an increased Re- 
publican majority in the legislature. It remains to be 
seen how they will use it. It is not believed that the 
law will be repealed. A strong effort will be made by 
some to enact a local option law for cities of over 4,000 
inhabitants, allowing them the privilege of high 
license. 

The recent declaration of the mayors of twenty-one 
cities and towns, that prohibition is a failure, is deemed 
an impertinence by all law-abiding citizens. They have 
made absolutely no effort to enforce the law. They 
have proclaimed to the world their failure to perform 
asworn duty, and called fresh attention to the potent 
influence of the saloon in municipal politics. There is 
no doubt that some such measure as they urge will be 
presented to the legislature. Senator Sutton, who 
has been writing a series of letters to the Chicago 
Tribune, purporting to set forth the workings and fail- 
ures of the law, is a possible leader among Republicans 
in favor of local option. 

Temperance people hope there is a sufficient majority 
in the legislature to stand for a “fair trial” of the law, 
and enact additional penalties. Meanwhile temperance 
workers are not idle. Suit has been begun against the 
International Distillery, said to be the largest in the 
world, and in Des Moines seizures of liquors are of 
daily occurrence. 

We understand that we have a big fight before us, 
but you may rest assured that prohibition is not dead in 
Iowa, nor the miserable failure that some would like

Practical Christian Union. 


The recent Life of John Bunyan, published by 
Houghton, Mifflin & Co., brings out the fact that under 
Cromwell there was for a little time an established 
church in England which had no denominational char- 
acter. There was no Act of Uniformity. A certificate 
was required from some responsible persons, to whom 
the minster was known, testifying that he was a worthy 
man and a fit person to have the care of souls, and on 
this he was installed over the parish to which he had 
been presented by the patron. No articles of faith 
were prescribed, no subscription was enforced, there 
were no church courts, church assemblies, church 
laws, or church ordinances. Nothing was said about 
rites and ceremonies, nothing even about the sacra- 
ments; and the mode of administering the Lord’s Sup- 
per and baptism was left an open question, to be de- 
termined by each congregation for itself; only the 
Roman Catholic allegiance to the Pope was disallowed. 
The church with which John Bunyan was connected 
seems to have been organized and carried on upon this 
broad basis. We quote from an ancient record cited in 
the volume: 

““Now the principle upon which they thus entered into 
fellowship one with another, and upon which they did 
afterwards receive those that were added to their body 
and fellowship, was Faith in Christ and Holiness of life, 
without respect to this or that circumstance or opinion 
in outward and circumstantial things. By which 
Meanes grace and faith was incouraged, Love and Amity 
maintained, disputings and occasion to janglings and 
unprofitable questions avoyded, and many that were 
weake in the faith confirmed in the blessing of eternal! 
life.” 
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—Rev. N. Summerbell, D. D., will occupy the pulpit 
of the Christian Church at Springfield, Ohio, on Sun- 
day, January 3lst, morning and evening.

SPIRIT OR LETTER, WHICH? 

The great apostle to the Gentiles said, “If any man 
have not the spirit of Christ, he is none ot his.” And 
this he uttered as an inspired apostle, and as if it were 
the supreme and only authorized mark of discrimina- 
tion and test of Christian character among the mem- 
bers of the one great human family. The Christian 
organizations of our day, with perhaps a single excep- 
tion, substantially and practically declare, that if any 
man have not the letter of our peculiar theology, he is 
none of ours; and this they declare as the church of 
Jesus Christ, and as if it were the supreme and only 
authorized mark of discrimination and test of Christian 
character among the members of the one great human 
family. 

We seek a quarrel with no one; but with an earnest 
desire to confront a living question, and know the 
truth at whatever cost, we have set these statements 
over against each other in antithesis, and believe them 
to be a correct expression of the issue before us— 
spirit or letter, which? 

“If any man have not the spirit of Christ, he is none 
of his” must be accepted as inspiration; and if it bea 
complete or perfect proposition, then the converse 
statement is equaily true. If any man have the spirit 
of Christ, he is Christ’s; or, he is a Christian, and as 
such should be heartily received into any organization 
bearing the name of our Lord Jesus Christ—to all its 


‘privileges and blessings—even if he be found lacking 


in conformity to any or all the mere letters of the 
organization. ‘s 

It may be objected that the statement of Paul is 
not intended as an inclusive and complete proposition, 
but simply a setting forth of one essential element of 
Christian character. But to assume this position 
would make it necessary for the objector to show from 
the word of God, first, that Paul only intended it as an 
ex-parte statement; and, second, prove from the Script- 
ures how many other essentials there are, together with 
the distinct nature of each. ; 

These are formidable difficulties in the path of that 
man who refuses to accept the statement of Paul asa 
perfect proposition, and few, if any, will dare to under- 
take so hopeless a task. If, then, as we assume, Paul’s 
utterance is complete—that he meant to be under- 
stood as saying that where the spirit of Christ exists as 
the controlling influence in the heart, that in that life 
no evil thing will be tolerated, and every grace and 
excellency in human possibility sought for, and that 
where the spirit of Christ is lacking, whatever else may 
be professed or possessed, that man is not a Christian, — 
then there is no other law. 

It may be objected again, that it is possible for a 
man to possess the spirit of Christ to-day, but the 
spirit of the world and of sin to-morrow, and that 
therefore Paul’s would be no certain rule, To this it 


may be answered, that to object to the utterance of the 
apostle as uncertain in favor of some system of dog- 
matic theology would multiply uncertainty a thousand 
fold. For there is not a system of theology under 
heaven which may not be insincerely professed; or if 
sincerely professed to-day, may be discarded to-morrow. 
And we maintain that there can be neither certainty 
nor safety in varying one iota from the principle clear- 
ly announced by the word of God, which is the only 
infallible rule of faith and practice. 

But, again, it is said in justification of the human 
creed as the standard test of Christian fellowship, that 
the creed is the word of God selected and arranged to 


teach certain lines of faith, and certainly the church: 


should demand belief in the Scriptures as a condition 
to Christian fellowship. This oft-repeated statement 
is as fallacious as it is plausible. First, it is not ¢he 
scriptural sign by which we may know the spiritual 
children of Ged, but something other and in addition 
thereto; and this is not only suspicious, but to the 
extent that it is a variation it is invalid. Second, it is 
an assumption to affirm that the scripture selected and 
arranged along certain lines of doctrine is the word of 
God. In its original setting, in condition, circum- 
stance, and history, it was doubtless the word of God; 
but as torn out and arranged along certain lines of 


human thought, it is made to embellish and stand sec- ~ 


ond to an interpretation of the scriptures, and should 
never be accepted otherwise. 

If from the servant we go to the Master,—from 
Paul to our Lord Jesus Christ,—we shall discover that 
Paul’s statement is a truthful interpretation of all that 
our divine Savior taught upon this subject. To those 
who formulated dogmatic theories and elevated their 
human letter above the spirit ot truth Jesus said: 


** Woe unto you, scribes and Pharisees, hypocrites! for 
ye make clean the outside of the cup and of the platter, 
but within they are full of extortion and excess. Thou 
blind Pharisee, cleanse first that which is within the 
cup and platter, that the outside of them may be clean 
also. Woe unto you, scribes and Pharisees, hypocrites! 
for ye are like unto whited sepulchers, which indeed 
appear beautiful outward, but are within full of dead 
men’s bones, and of all uncleanness. Even so ye also 
outwardly appear righteous unto men, but within ye 
are full of hypocrisy and iniquity. 

“This people draweth nigh unto me with their mouth, 
and honoreth me with their lips, but their heart is far 
from me. But in vain they do worship me, teaching for 
doctrines the commandments of men. 

‘“*Not every one that saith unto me, Lord, Lord, shall 
enter into the kingdom of heaven; but he that doeth 
the will of my Father which isin heaven. Many will 
say to mein that day, Lord, Lord, have we not proph- 
esied in thy name? and in thy name have cast out 
devils? and in thy name done many wonderful works? 
And then will I profess unto them,I never knew you; 
depart from me, ye that work iniquity.” 


What is all this, and much more that might be 
offered on this line, but a distinct showing on the part 
of Christ of the imperfection, insufficiency, and often 
antagonizing influence of doctrinal standards and tests 
of character. And when Jesus says,— 


“How can ye, being evil, speak good things? for out 
of the abundance of the heart, the mouth speaketh. A 
good man, out of the good treasure of the heart, bringeth 
forth good things; and an evil man, out of the evil 
treasure, bringeth forth evil things. Wherefore, by 
their fruits ye shall know them.”’ 


and the apostle adds— 

“By this shall all men know that ye are my disciples, 
if ye have love one to another. 

“And because ye are sons, God hath sent forth the 
Spirit of his Son into your hearts, crying, Abba Father. 
But he is a Jew which is one inwardly; and circum- 
cision is that of the heart, in the spirit, and notin the 
letter; whose praise is not of men, but of God.” 


—are they not with design pushing beyond all outside 
or doctrinal standards, and pressing their tests to the 
heart? Do they not make everything turn upon the 
character of the spirit and life? 

If these lines of reasoning are correct and a truthful 
interpretation of the will of the Master, then what 
right has any man, or number of men, to add to or 
diminish from the “law of the spirit of life’ by setting 
up other standards and tests of Christian character? 
By what right does any religious body styling itself a 
church of Jesus Christ substitute as a test the letter 
of man for the spirit of Christ and law of the gospel? 

Is it not true that religious organizations are every 
day accepting or rejecting hundreds and thousands 
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simply upon their professed acceptance of the letter of 
human theory, or their failure so to do? Is it not true 
that the published creeds and doctrines of the various 
religious organizations are keeping out of the church 
thousands of the spiritual children of our Father who 
really possess the spirit of Christ, but can not conform 
to the theological letter? 





NEW YORK LETTER.

New York, January 19), 1886. 

It was a great pleasure to me to hear, for the first 
time, on a recent Sunday afternoon, Mrs. Mary A. 
Livermore deliver an address upon the drink question, 
in Chickering Hall. The American Temperance Union, 
of New York, is an organization whose sole object is 
education upon the subject of temperance in general. 
It is pledged to no particular temperance party, and 
seeks for no legal enactments or political power. Its 
mission is purely educational. It causes to be held a 
public meeting on each Sunday afternoon in Chickering 
Hall, free, and at which the best procurable speakers 
upon the subject are to be heard. When Mrs. Liver- 
more came I made an opportunity to hear her present 
a calm, clear, forcible, logical, scientific plea for the 
non-use of intoxicants and, incidentally, narcotics, 
which one will rarely hear equalled, either for power 
or beauty. Her delivery is pleasing in the extreme. 
A womanly presence, well trained voice, easy gesticula- 
tion, distinct enunciation, thoughtful matter, orna- 
mented, not overborne, with rhetoric, combined to lure 
one through an hour and forty minutes of discourse 
without a moment of weariness or loss of interest. 
That proves two things, doesn’t it?—viz., a woman on 
the platform may be as powerful as a man, both con- 
sidered per se; a long discourse is not necessarily tire- 
some, 

Mrs. Livermore’s argument was to the effect that the 
temperance movement is in allignment with the spirit 
of benevolence which is a peculiar characteristic of this 
age, as evinced in the readiness with which one part of 
the world springs to the assistance of another when 
the ory of need is heard; citing the Chicago fire, the 
Irish famine, the yellow fever scourge in the South; 
the existence of the Order of the Red Cross, an inter- 
national league between several great nations who 
agree to come to the relief of each other in time of 
need; the societies for the prevention of cruelty to 
children and animals, and so on. She believes that 
just as soon as the people begin to understand that the 
real meaning of the temperance movement is Benevo- 
lence it will receive a new and powerful impetus. She 
said that, as we were getting at the causes of the various 
miseries with which the race is afflicted, we are, from 
every point of view and as the result of each inde- 
pendent investigation, arriving at the same conclusion— 
that eighty per cent. of all the evils which beset man- 
kind, in so far as we have been able to investigate the 
subject, and of the crimes which is the accompaniment 
of these evils, is to be attributed directly to the use of 
intoxicants. This fact was developed clearly and en- 
tertainingly with regard of crime, pauperism, insanity, 
disease, etc., as discovered in the careful study of these 
subjects in institutions devoted to the care and cure of 
unfortunates. 

Of course this summary conveys no adequate con- 
ception of the completeness and interest of her speech, 
which I heartily wish every reader of the EERALD 
might have heard. 

The drink question in this city is one of vital inter- 
est, as it is everywhere. Its importance can not be 
overestimated or too extravagantly stated. Nor can 
the difficulties which attend its solution in such a city 
as ours, where about twelve thousand licensed saloons 
and other places where liquor is sold afford so many 
temptations to those who are given to their use or may 
become so. It is difficult, perhaps impossible, to de- 
termine whether the drinking habits of New Yorkers 
are increasing or not. I sometimes think they are and 
again, perhaps, that they are not. But whether they 
are or not they are of such persistency and magnitude 
as to render the actual fact more important than the 
relative one. All classes of society here drink too 
much by just so much as they drink at all, without re- 
gard to whether they drink more or less than formerly. 
The poor man’s meal, as a rule, is not complete without 


beer, and the tin bucket or brown pitcher is as much 
as part of the furnishment of most poor persons’ 
dining-rooms as a knife and fork. Men, women, and 
children, sad to relate, may be seen at all hours of the 
day, week day and Sunday alike, passing in and out of 
saloon doors for beer to be taken home to drink. 


And what is true of the poor is equally true of the 
rick, except that the liquors used are of a more expen- 
sive kind, and are drank according to the stricter rules 
of “form” which govern the movements of the “upper 
circles.” Drinking is an almost universal habit here. 
It is safe to say that, asa rule, which has few exceptions, 
a dinner party, or any form ot gustatory entertainment, 
is never gathered here where several kinds of wine are 
not freely used. 

The question which we feel to be so serious is: 
What can be done about it? What is best to attempt? 
Those who believe it a sin to license the sale of liquor 
under any circumstances present the high moral phase 
of.the issue, while others believe it more expedient 
and equally justifiable to seek the enforcement of ex- 
isting laws and to procure higher license, so that the 
more disreputable places may be closed because of their 
inability to pay for licenses. On the one hand are the 
National Temperance Society people, led by the Rev. 
Dr. Theo. L. Cuyler, and joined by all other prohibi- 
tion organizations; on the other hand are the Suciety 
for the Prevention of Crime, in close alliance with the 
Church Teniperance Society, the latter of which is an 
Episcopal institution under the fervent. leadership of 
Bishop Potter, who is himself a total abstainer. Dr. 
Howard Crosby is the central force of the former so- 
ciety, and, I believe, is not a total abstainer, for which 
reason he is at constant feud with the National Tem- 
perance Society. He and Dr. Cuyler sometimes cross 
swords, at which times the fur flies, as each is the 
driver of a trenchant pen. 


One thing is quite clear—we can not get prohibition 
here now. This is perfectly apparent from the reason 
that we can not get what laws we have enforced. No 
one but a man of good moral character is legally per- 
mitted to have a license to sell liquor here, and no 
more saloons are permitted than the needs of the public 
demand. Good heavens! Are the rum-sellers of this 
town all men of good moral character? and do we need 
a saloon for each hundred of our population? These 
are transparent anomalies, but recent experience has 
proved how difficult it is to procure the revocation of 
the licenses for places and men of the most notoriously 
disreputable character, when the question is brought 
before our Excise Board. There are several establish- 
ments which are the notorious resorts of abandoned 
women—concert halls and promiscuous dancing places 
into which no decent woman would dare go, except at 
the risk of her reputation; and yet police captains and 
roundsmen will go before the Excise Board and swear 
that they never saw anything out of the way either in 
the character of the place, the proprietor, or the fre- 
quenters. 


How hopeless it is to attempt to stem an evil which 
is actually permitted and supported by the powers 
which are appointed to overthrow it! There is a law 
against the opening of any saloon on the Sabbath, but 
as many of them as choose are open, all the same; and 
it has not been very long since the Mayor said, when 
interviewed upon the subject of having them closed, 
that he believed they ought to be closed during the 
morning, while people are going to and from church, 
but many citizens are in the habit of having fresh, 
foamy beer with their dinners, and, as it can not be 
kept in that condition at home, he was in favor of 
having the saloons opened after noon in order to permit 
those who desired to satisfy the cravings of thirst. 
What can we hope for when the Mayor, who is clothed 
with sufficient power in this city to see that the excise 
law is enforced, boldly parades himself before the com- 
munity as the chief law-breaker? 


It is not my purpose, nor could you spare the space, 
to discuss methods; but rather to report the facts of 
the case. I think it a mournful case and that it will 
continue to be until the people are sufficiently educated 
to refuse to put men in office for the enforcement of the 
laws who are almost certain to lend all their influence 
toward the breaking of them. 

As the matter lies in my mind it might be stated 
thus: Prohibition as the ultimate end, to be reached 
by means which shall be found practicable in given 
localities and under given circumstances,

WASHINGTON LETTER. 
WasuinerTon, D. C., January 18, 1886. 

Congress, which began the last week with a promise 
of steady work, ended it by indulgence in a receas, 
having adjourned over from Friday until , to-day. 
While in session, however, some industry marked its 
proceedings. The House even held a night session for 
the purpose of considering minor measures, and also 
discussed and voted for the succession bill, which 
makes Cabinet officers, one after the other, succeed to 
the Presidency in case of an emergency. 

The Senate listened to a number of long speeches on 
silver coinage and other subjects, and confirmed several 
hundred of the President’s nominations in its daily 
secret sessions. 

There has been a great deal of talk about the friction 
between the President and Senate in regard to removals 
and appointments to office. But, so far, the Repub- 
lican Senators have net become very much excited in 
their search for reasons for the suspension of federal 
officials, and some of them hold that the President has 
the right to suspend arbitrarily, it he pleases, and give 
no reasons. Their will be no open rupture without 
further developments. — 

The Republicans in the House of Representatives 
are, as a rule, kindly disposed towards President Cleve- 
land, and are in favor of giving him a fair chance. 
They expect to vote for liberal appropriations, par- 
ticularly for the navy, and for coast defenses. Th-y tay 
they will favor giving Secretary Whitney all the money 
he needs to carry out his plans for building up the 
navy. 

The recent action of the Senate in ordering that all 
nominations, confirmations, rejections, and withdrawals 
be published in the Congressional Record, is regarded 
by some members of that body as the first step to a 
final abolition of secret sessions. A short while ago 
the Senate would have been shocked at the mere sug- 
gestion of publishing the proceedings of its executive - 
sessions. But some Senators now believe that the 
system of secrecy with regard to nominations tends to 
encourage vicious attacks upon men named for office, 
and think, if nominations were considered openly, 
malicious persons would be deprived of opportunities 
they now have for secretly making charges and insinua- 
tions against nominees. ; 

On the other hand, many Senators are fond of the 
freedom of their secret sessions and would never agree 
to give them up. They say the public sessions of such 
a decorous and dignified body as the Senate heavily tax 
the physical powers of Senators, most of whom are 
elderly men, or men who have passed the meridian 
period of their strength. When the doors are closed 
and the world shut out, they can, without neglecting 
their duties, smoke a cigar, lounge on the sofas, or in 
other ways enjoy a restful change. 

On Saturday afternoon there was a melancholy inter- 
ruption of social festivity at the White House, through 
the sudden death of Miss Kate Bayard, eldest daughter 
of the Secretary of State. Miss. Bayard had seemed 
well and extremely gay at the reception in her mother’s 
parlors the evening before. But when she retired at 
1:30 a. m., she complained of grest fatigue, and having 
been asked to assist at Miss Cleveland’s weekly recep- 
tion at three o’clock on Saturday, asked that she might 
not be disturbed until one hour before the time for the 
White House reception. Her sister Nannie went to 
awaken her at the appointed time, and found her lying 
in her bed dead. She was the favorite child of the 
Secretary, and the main reliance of her invalid mother 
in all social affairs. The fact that the Bayard house- 
hold will remain in mourning for a long time will de- 
tract from the round of entertainments at the White 
House, as both Mrs. Bayard and her daughter were ex- 
pected to take a prominent part in them. Secretary 
Bayard was at the State Department when he received 
the announcement of his daughter’s death. For a 
moment he seemed to be too much stunned to realize. 
the fact. Then he gasped for breath and became dead- 
ly pale. Recovering his self-possession, he walked to 
his carriage trembling in every limb, and was driven to 
his home. Miss Bayard’s death was from physical ex- 
haustion and heart disease, hastened by the active part 
she has recently taken in the social life of the capital.

MISSION NOTES. 


During the last year the missionaries of the American 
Board (Congregationalists) in southern Japan have or- 
ganized eight new churches, making thirty organized by 
them in that part of the empire. Into these churches, 
during 1885, they received 1.027 members on confession 
of faith. They conduct a training school at Kioto of 
one hundred and ninety students, thirty-five of whom 
were converted during the year. In northern Japan 
they have lately organized three churches with a mem- 
bership of one hundred and four persons. Everywhere 
opportunities offer for public discussions in open halls 
‘on the new religion. The demand for the Scriptures 
is wonderful and an encouraging sign. In their world- 
wide work they employ a mission force of 2,600 labor- 
ers, native and foreign; they are teaching in Christian 
schools 35,000 pupils, and during the year received over 
3,000 members by confession. A blessed work is this 
for one people. 

The Methodists recently ordained Mr. Hori, a young 
Japanese, at Nagahama. He had organized a church of 
thirty members, which was the sixth organized by the 
M. E. folks within six months. At his council of or- 
dination delegates were present from ten different 
churches. The examination was chiefly conducted by 
native pastors and was very rigid. Among the ques- 
tions were, “Were the brothers of our Lord real broth- 
ers?’ ‘Would you say the Bible is Gud’s revelation, 
or that it contains his revelation?” ‘Do you believein 
future probation?” “How much time do you spend in 
daily, private prayer?” ete. 

At a recent meeting of one hundred and thirty priests 
at Okagama, Japan,a heated discussion was held as to 
the relative merits of Christianity and Buddhism. All 
the priests above thirty were satisfied with Buddhism, 
but the younger members expressed dissatisfaction and 
declared that Christianity would yet prevail. 

A young Christian from Tokio recently returned to 
his home in the province of Awa and told the people 
about Jesus. In his village they have cut down their 
sacred groves, have thrown away their idols, and are 
worshiping the Christian’s God only. Japan is to be 
converted chiefly by the native preachers. 

OUR MISSIONARY. 


Bro. Poste has now supplied his local work and is 
ready to prepare for dep.rture. With a view to awaken- 
ing home interest in the matter of Foreign Missions, 
we have asked him to hold a few farewell meetings in 
the South and in the North. This will delay his actual 
departure to about March lst. This may be regarded 
as the time fixed upon for his going. Let us pray for 
his guidance. As to his field we can not say positively. 
Japan is the preference of our people generally, but 
it would be very desirable to spend the first year 
with missions of otker churches already established. 
The Freewill Baptists are established in India and 
greatly need more workmen. A cordial wish has been 
expressed to us that he unite with them for the time 
in their work. The choice of ‘the field will be left en- 
tirely with Bro. Poste, under the guidance of the 
Spirit. If he reaches Japan it will probably be by the 
way of Europe and India.

Nearly every evening in the Allahabad bazaar may 
be seen two blind Christians reading from a Hindu- 
stanee New Testament, printed in raised letters, to large 
audiences of Hindus and Mohammedans, who marvel 
at the strange sight. 


Speaking at a special service held at the cathedral, 
Ripon, on behalf of foreign missions, the Dean said 
that members of the Church of England supported 
twenty-three missionary societies, for which nearly 
£500,000 was collected annually. 


Letters have been received at the rooms of the Amer- 
ican Board from missionaries in Samokoy and Philip- 
popolis, requesting aid for the relief of the brave, 
patriotic wounded and suffering Bulgarian soldiers—a 
eall specially appealing to the sympathies of Amer- 
icans. Contributions for these sufferers, sent to the 
care of L. S. Ward, treasurer, 1 Somerset Street, Bos- 
ton, will be forwarded for their relief. 


Careful statistics compiled by the Missionary Her- 
ald show that there are in China connected with 
American societies 235 missionaries with 707 native 
helpers and 10,541 communicants; with British so- 
cieties, 280 missionaries, 647 native helpers, and 14,044 
communicants; and with continental missions, 29 mis- 
sionaries, 96 native helpers, and 1,700 communicants 
Including the wives of missionaries, there are 857 for- 
eign laborers. 

The London Chronicle makes some remarkable state- 
ments concerning the missionary contributions of the 
native churches in the Society Islands. Raiatea, with 
fifteen hundred inhabitants, has contributed $1,224; 
Tahaa, with nine hundred inhabitants, $563; Pora 
Pora, with one thousand inhabitants, $1,153. And yet 
there has been no missionary among them for a year. 
Such gifts speak well for the hold which the gospel has 


furnishes self, it looks like 9 small matter that we help taken on these islands. 


Those who remember the visits of Rev. Narayan 
Sheshadri, the distinguished native preacher of India, 
to this country some years since, will be interested to 
learn that he is meeting with great success in his min- 
istry at Jalna and vicinity. He is carrying on exten- 
sive evangelistic work in the region, preaching to large 
companies of natives as he has opportunity. Many 
converts are being received into the churches in the 
different villages.

Auvrent vents. 
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—lIn the northern portion of Berks 
County, Pa., diphtheria has swept away 
thirty persons within a short period, and 
the disease is still spreading. 


—John R. Moore, a farmer living near 
Clifton, Mich., in a fit of insanity, Thurs- 
day, dponged head first into a red-hot 
stove, sed for burning wood. He was 
rescued immediately, but his recovery is 
doubtful. 

—An explosion occurred Thursday 
afternoon in the Oriel coal mine, at New- 
burg, W. Va., resulting in the imprison- 
ment of thirty-seven persons in the shaft. 
If not killed by the detonation, it is feared 
that they will be suffocated by black 
damp. 

—Frederick Wayne Gordon, a negro, 
go years of age, was buried at Sylvania, 
Georgia, January 21st, in a coffin made 
cut of lumber which he had worked and 
saved for fifteen years for that purpose. 
His son is principal of the colored deaf 
and dumb institute of Georgia. 


—Collector Beecher, son of the Rev. 
Henry Ward Beecher, was appointed 
Collector of Port at Portland, Oregon. He 
has made a seizure of fourteen barrels 
marked “furs,” and found them filled 
with $45,000 worth of opium. The col- 
lector’s moities will reach the handsome 
sum of $25,000. 


—Charles A. Dana, Wh'telaw Reid, 
George Jones, Oswald Ottendorfer, and 
James Gordon Bennett have been added 
to the incorporators of the Grant Memo- 
rial Association of New York by the 
legislature, on the theory that newspaper 
proprietors could give an impetus to sub- 
scriptions. 

—The Rev. Ben Jenkins, undergoing a 
life sentence for the murder of the Rev. 
J. Lane Borden at Mansfield, La., three 
years ago, was pardoned Friday by the 
Governor. Jenkins, who is said to be 
dying of consumption, killed Borden be- 
cause of his undue attention toa pupil in 
the Mansfield Female Co!lege, of which 
Borden was president. 


—A pamphlet has been issued in Berlin 
in commemoration of the goth anniver- 
sary of the birthday of Professor Leopold 
Von Ranke, the historian. It contains, 
among other momentoes, a letter from 
George Bancroft, president of the Ameri- 
can Historical Society at Washington, in- 
viting Professor Von Ranke to become an 
honorary member of that society. 


—Eighteen miles from Atlanta, Ga., 
the skeleton of a man was found three 
days agoin the hollow trunk of a tree. 
The interior of the trunk was marked 
with certain letters, and a broken knife 
was found among the bones. It is pre- 
sumed that years ago the man took refuge 
in the tree from Indians, that he could 
release himself, and perished of hunger.
